A Loftier Argo. 

Those who pleaded, a couple of months 
ago, for an early effort to revive the Irish 
tourist traffic were regarded in some 
quarters as premature optimists; but 
recent events have justified their faith. 
The brilliant success of the Horse Show 
has clinched the fact of the Free State’s 
swiftly won achievement of the blessings 
of political security and social peace. It 
is manifest now that any stranger may 
come safely to Ireland and may be sure 
of good value for his money. In a word, 
the hour has arrived for an organised 
movement not merely to restore our tourist 
traffic to its former dimensions, but to 
develop it on a jargely increased scale of 
courage and enterprise. Nothing could be 
more timely, therefore, than the effort 
which our united railway companies are 
making to stake this country’s claim as 
one of the chief holiday-grounds of 
Europe. During the Horse Show the com- 
panies have exhibited in the Industries 
Fair a panoramic view, by a competent 
artist, of the most beautiful spots in Ire- 
land. No difficulties arose concerning the 
delimitation of the “ Boundary ” because 
the tourist ignores such trifies and in 
this “matter, as we may believe, the 
Governments of the Free State and of 
Northern Ireland agree with him, We do 
not doubt that these pictures will tug at 
the heart-strings of thousands of visitors 
to the Show, both native and foreign, and 
that next year and in later years Mr. 
Hicks’s brash will shower much gold upon 
Ireland, from Bundoran to Glendalough. 
At a luncheon yesterday Mr, M. F. Keogh, 
speaking for all the companies, gave a 
most encouraging account of the prospects 
of the tourist traffic and indicated that 
the railways intend to play « very active 
part in its development. He pointed out 
that the two essentials of success are im- 
proved. facilities for tourists and “ pub- 
licity.”’ The word “publicity” has 
associations which msthetic souls dislike, 
but, as Captain Cuttle would say, its bear- 
ings lie in its application. Mr. Bohane and 
Mr. Orawford Hartnell have given the 
new tourist movement ite first push 
with a scheme that augurs well for the 
spirit and execution of later efforts. 

Robert Burns and Walter Scott were 
supreme “ publicity agents.’’ They turned 
into the Highlands and Lowlands and 
historic battlefields of Scotland a stream 
of British and alien gold that has been 
flowing without abatement for more than 
a hundred years, Mr. Stephen Gwynn, a 
follower in their footsteps—how much does 
not Donegal owe to him ?—suggests that 
Irishmen of genius shall be employed to 
do for Ireland “something like what Scott 
did for the Border country.” We agree, 
and we agree also that the best Irish 
artists ought to be encouraged to make 
our scenic beauties known throughout the 
world. That is the higher aspect of pub- 
licity ; but Scotts are rare and, while we 
are looking for the possible creator of an 
Irish “Rob Roy ” and an Irish “ Lady of 
the Lake,” the humbler, but more 
accessible, instruments of publicity must 
not ‘be neglected. Our railway companies 
are on the right track when they realise 
the need of more advertisement and more 
artistic advertisement. If they wish 
to learn how pen and pencil can be used 
to inspire tired town-dwellers with the 
Yeatsian longing for Innisfree, they will 
study the tourist handbooks and circulars 
which are issued by the great railway 
companies in the United States and 
Canada. Very wisely, however, Mr. 
Keogh put the “facilities” before the 
“ publicity.” It would be the worst pos- 
sible policy to lure travellers by pleasant 
visions to places which fed the soul and eye 
at the expense of the body’s grosser needs. 
Our railways and hotel-keepers must take 
up the work of improvement at the point 
where it was interrupted by the war. We 
need more and better railway services, 
more and better hotels and—here the 
Government must help—more and better 
roads for the accommodation of an ever- 
increasing tide of motor traffic. Also we 
must require from all who cater for the 
| tourist traffic a strict acceptance of the 
rule that unreasonable charges shall not 
be made for reasonable comfort. If the 
enterprise is tackled in this spirit, next 
year ought to witness the beginning of 
an invasion that will confer immense 
benefits on Ireland. 


Europe’s Crisis. 


The text of the French reply to the 
British Note of last Saturday has been 
sent by M. Poincaré to the French Am- 
bassador in Brussels. The i 
Cabinet probably will consider it to-day, 
and, if M. Theunis and his colle 
approve of its contents, the Note should 
reach London early next week. Speculation 
is rife concerning M. Poincaré’s final word, 
and some anxiety is {felt in responsible 
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quarters lest it should prove to be merely 
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point which he has exp 
Apparently, he did not even consult 
his coll in the French Cabinet 
before he drafted the Note, and it would 
be very foolish to expect that he will make 
any startling concessions to the British 
point of view. Probably, he will offer 
some argument for further discussion, 
and, in the c‘rcumstances, even that loop- 
hole of escape from a very ugly situation 
will be welcome. 

In the meanwhile the condition of affairs 
in Europe is being complicated by two 
very disturbing factors. In the first 
place, the French and Belgian francs are 
falling. Naturally, there are some ex- 
tremists on the Continent who attribute 
this phenomenon to the evil machinations 
of British finance. One French newspaper 
went so far as to declare that Britain was 
forcing the franc to fall in order to put 
pressure on M. Poincaré. That sort of 
talk, of course, is the most arrant 
nonsense. Every Frenchman who knows 
anything about international finance must 
recognise that the fall in the value of the 
franc was an inevitable corollary of tho 
slump in German marks, and that until 
German currency is stabilised both 
France and Belgium must suffer. The 
other disturbing element in the situation 
is the growing disorders in Germany. 
Fifteen persons have died as a result of 
the rioting in Aix-la-Chapelle, «nd eight 
have been killed in Altsdorf. In the in- 
terior of Germany the Communists are 
arming and drilling openly. Many British 
and other visitors have been compelled to 
seek safety across the frontier, and even 
the apathetic Germans are beginning to 
show signs of extreme nervousness. In a 
number of important centres the Govern- 
ment has begun to raise a civilian de- 
fence force to assist the police in the event 
of further outbreaks, and the whole 
atmosphere is charged with dangerous 
possibilities. The need for a new Allied 
policy, therefore, is obvious. Far too 
much time has been lost already, and 
events are developing so rapidly that, un- 
less something is done quickly, greater 
forces than those which politicians control 
may be brought into play with disastrous 
results. The gravity of the situation 
cannot be exaggerated ; and, therefore, re- 
criminations of any kind are to be de- 
plored. Mistakes have been made by 
Britain as well as by France; but the 
fate of all Europe is in the balance and 
academic discussions in the shadow of a 
world calamity are futile. 
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Arctic Exploration. 


Arctic expeditions have ceased to com- 
mand attention simply as Arctic expedi- 
tions, since both the Poles have been 
reached. Qn the other hand, valuable 
work remains to be done around both 
the Poles, and it is to do such work, and 
not with any spectacular object in view, 
that the Merton College Arctic Exploration 
Expedition has left Tromso, In arrang- 
ing for the publication of periodical 
bulletins in popular form, dealing with its 
work and fortunes, those responsible for 
the expedition are conforming to the 
modern practice. If there are some who 
still believe that true science and publicity 
cannot live together, there are plenty of 
others to maintain that the so-called 
popularisation of science has done the read- 
ing publi¢ a world of good, The Merton 
College expedition will be confined mainly 
to the making of charts and surveys and to 
the collection of geological and zoological 
data. The expedition will carry wireless 
apparatus, with which it proposes to 
“broadcast” in Morse an account of the 
day’s doings efery evening, if conditions 
permit, between nine and ten o'clock. 
The messages will be despatched for the 
benefit of the expedition’s sledging parties 
during their absence from the ship, but it 
is believed that wireless stations in the 
North of Scotland will be able to receive 
them. There is no reason, therefore, why 
they should not be relayed for the benefit 
of all “listeners in” of a scientific turn 
of mind. 


The Robots. 


It is an integral feature of all military 
manceuvres that there shall be a supposi- 
titious enemy who attacks the mancuverers 
on a plan pre-arranged by those in charge 
of the proceedings. The defending army 
is called upon to repel the invader by a 
series of operations of which the general 
scheme also is fixed in advance. This year 
the British Army mancuvres are’ being 
conducted in the West Sussex area, and 
some “brass hat,” gifted with an imagina- 
tion that the War Office is not generally 
suspected of harbouring, has decided that 
the casus belli shall be an invasion of 
England by the “Robots.” ' These 
invaders have become incensed because 
England, having gone “dry,” has been 
seizing their wine-runners, The British 
Fleet, still mistress of the seas, has gone 
to Singapore. The South coast is defence- 
less, and the Robots are about to land 
forces at certain selected spots, with a 
view to the occupation of the South 
Downs. The practical aim of the 
mancuvres is to see whether the British 
forces can get there first. We need not 
suppose that any foreign nation which 
happens for the moment to be displeased 
with Britain will insist on seeing through 
the thin disguise of “ Robots” a reference 
to herself. One cannot have mancuvres 
without an enemy, and the enemy 
against whom one manceuvres never is the 
enemy whose actual weapons one faces:

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| “VOTING IN THE 


ELECTIONS. - 


How Proportional Representa- 
tion Will Work. 


From A CORRESPONDENT. 


The use of mease representation in 
the election of the -Provisional Parliament 
made a decisive contribution to Irish his- 
tory. Without the encouragement which 
proportional representation afiorded, there 
would have been few, if any, non-panel can- 
didates. Some forty-seven non-panel can- 
didates stood, and these sufficed to force 
elections over three-fourths of Ireland. The 
first choices expressed by the electors re- 
vealed the mind and will of the people of 
Ireland, and provided for the Provisional 
Parliament and for the Provisional Govern- 
ment that effective moral and electoral sup- 
port which has made possible their work of 
the last twelve months. Proportional repre- 
sentation released the the 
shackles of the “ pact.’’ 
THE SPLIITING OF VOTES. 

Proportional representation is again to be 
used, but the circumstances are very difle- 
rent. A new Parliament—the first normal 
Parliament it has been called—is to be elected, 
and it is natural that many political interests 
and forces should seek representation thfrein. 
This would have been the case whatever 
the method of election. Under the single 
member system in Canada and in Australia, 
there has arisen a Farmers’ Party, as well 
as a Labour Party. In Ireland, whatever 
the method of election, there would in all 

bability have been Government, Farmers’, 
labour and Republican candidates, as weil as 
Independent candidates of varying types. 
There would have been a great splitting, 
a great wastage, of the votes of the electors. 
In Great Britain, as in Canada, the number 
of three, four, and five-cornered fights at 
the last election was unprecedented. Neither 
Great Britain nor Canada have proportional 
representation, and many candidates were re- 
turned on a minority vote. Ireland, how- 
ever, has in proportional representation a 
remedy for all this splitting of votes. 3nt, 
the remedy must be used if it is to be effec- 
tive. A note of warning is necessary, and, to 
make its meanifg clear, it is as well to recall 
the main principles of the new system of 
voting. vy can be. explained best by 
taking an example. 


DUBLIN CITY SOUTH. 

The one feature of the new system which 
dominates and controls the counting of votes 
is this—a candidate who obtains a defined 
proportion of votes (the quota) is sure of elec- 
tion. What is this quota? It is the smallest 
number of votes which guarantees success. 
Where one member only is to be elected an 
absolute majority—just one more than half 
the valid wotes—guarantees success The 
candidate who secures an absolute majority 
must be elected. But where there are two to 
be elected the quota is smaller ; one more than 
a third is eufficient. Where there are three 
to be elected the quota is one more than a 
fourth. In Dublin City South. where seven 
are to be elected, the quota will be one more 
than an eighth of the valid votes. The regis- 
ter of Dublin City South contains 78,017 
names. Let it be assumed that as many as 
71,999 votes are polled. One-cizhth of 71,999, 
ignoring fractions, is 8,999. The quota, one 
more than an eighth, would be 9,000. Any 
candidate receiving 9,000 votes would be sure 
of election. 

THE MARKING OF PREFERENCES. 

Already there have been announced for 
Dublin City (South) some 16 candidates. It 
is not known whether all of these will stand, 
or whether. there will be additions, but for 
the purpose of this illustration, let it be as- 
sumed that the candidates announced— 
Government (5), Business (2), Independents 
(4), Labour (1), Trades Council. (2), Republican 
(2), all go to the poll. ‘The elector has one 
effective vote which he will record by putting 
the figure 1 against the name of his favourite. 
He can, and in this coming election should, 
exercise to the full his privilege of marking 
the other candidates in the order of his choice 
by putting the figures 2, 5, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 
and so on, against their names. The vote will 
be given to his first choice, but in two con- 
tingencies it can be transferred to his next 
choice, or even to a later choice. These two 
contingencies are: (1) Where the elector’s 
favourite has more votes than the quota, and 
(2) where, after surplus votes have been trans- 
ferred, he is at the bottom of the poll. The 
elector when voting under this system says 
in effect to the returning officer : 

“I have one vote, Mr. Returning Officer, 
and I give it to the candidate against whose 
name I rierhel a the figure 1. Please credit it 
to him accordingly. But should you find that 
my first choice ae too many votes, or should 
you find that he is at the bottom of the poll, 

opelessiy out of the running, do not waste 
my one vote; transfer it to my second choice 
and make it effective for him. And.ehould 
you find that my second choice is also elected, 
or is also out of the running, make my vote 
effective for my third choice; and so on. In 
brief, make my one vote effective for scme 
one candidate in the order of my choice, snd, 
if possible, give me as my representatiye my 
first choice.”’ 

THEIR VALUE ILLUSTRATED 

In Dublin City South there are seven seats, 
but the elector can number all the candidates 
in the order of his choice. He shoald not 
limit his choices to seven. This poist needs 
to be emphasised, for some Independent candi- 
dates—the remark applies to several consti- 
tuencies—have contented themselves with 
appeals to the electors for the first choice 
vote. They have not stressed the need of 
continuing to mark choices. The large 
perties—Government, Farmer, Labour, Re- 
eR also in all-their election 
iterature encourage the full use of preferences. 
It is natural and right for those responsible 
for the Government party nominees—say, in 
Dublin City South—to lay stress upon the 
marking of choices for all their five candidates, 
but they should go further. They should 
add; Continue to mark additional choices for 
every candidate who supports the Treaty and 
—the point may be of supreme importance in 
the new Parliament—-who are prepared to 
accept and support loyally: the decisions of the 
new Parliament. 

But, it may be asked, why should pre- 
ferences be used to the full’ The point can be 
made clear by continuing the example of Dublin 
City South. There are five Government, two 
Business, four Independent candidates, who 
all support the Treaty, and, with some 
reservations, the -Government. Now, sup- 
pose these eleven candidates poll ‘between 
them 48,000 votes, that Labour polls 12,000, 
and the Republicans 11,999. The number of 
votes recorded for Government, Business, and 
Independent candidates—48,000 in all—are 
equal to five quotas, and, if mutual prefer- 
ences are shown between all eleven, these 
votes will ensure the return of five of these 
candidates. The Government would secure 
five supporters out of seven, even if all were 
not Government nominees. But suppose the 
electors have not continued marking their 
choices among all these eleven candidates, 
and suppose, taking an extreme case, the 
48,000 votes have been equally scattered 
among them. ; These eleven candidates 
will receive on an average about 4,400 
votes each, more or less. The absence of 
preference marking may lead to a loss of 
seats. 

Suppose both Labour and Republican 
electors use to the full the privilege of mark- 
ing choices, and there remain in the running 
two Labour candidates with about 6,000 votes 
each and two Republican candidates with 
about 6,000 votes, all four may be returned. 
For if the Returning Officer finds that many 

rs have not marked choices and that 
he cannot transfer their votes, he must fill 
the last vacancies by declaring elected those 
with the largest number of votes, even if 
their totals fall short of a quote. The desire 
to serve the nation in Parliament is one of 
the most honourable of ambitions, but all 
candidates and all parties should bear in 
ne Fa. whilst Fa ony success is of 
importance, it is of still more importance

The Dreyfus Coa ¢ 


Nearly thirty years have elapsed. since 
the affatre Dreyfus bezan, and very few ot 
the leading personages of that moving 
drama are still extant. Major Esterhaz; 
who has just died at Harpenden, a village 
near London, where he lived for nearir 
twenty years, 1s said to have been the jast 
survivor of Dreyfus’s accusers, and ver: 
few of his supporters are alive. Zola is 
dead and the heroic Colonel Picquart, per- 
haps the noblest figure in the sordid 
tragedy. The victim, however, is stil! 
alive. A writer in the Erening Standard 
records that while on a visit to the French 
front in 4915 he was shown over a battery 
by the colone] in charge, who was most 
obliging in explaining the mechanism of 
the .75, The visitor remarked to a staff 
officer escorting him that the colonel 
looked like a Jew. “ Nota Jew,” was the 
reply, “ but the Jew’’; and then it was 
explained that the obliging officer was 
Colonel Dreyfus. 


Open-Air Swimming. 


London's latest open-air swimming 
bath varies from the usual type 
in having its greatest depth of water 
jn the middle. Each end is shallow 
in order that as much space as 
possible shall be available for the use of 
children. It is situated at Hammersmith, 
and has a length of 150 feet and a width 
of half that distance. The bath is sur- 
rounded by tea lawns and should prove a 
weleome addition to the not too numerous 
open-air baths in the London district. 


Asgtomatic Telephones. 

‘An, aptomatic telephone service for 
Tondon has been spoken of for several 
mar. and now actually appears to be 
efinitely arranged. The Postmaster- 
General has placed an order for fifty 
thousand lines of a system which has been 
in successful operation in other cities for 
a number of yeats. The new system is 
known as the stronger automatic tele- 
phone, and it is satisfactory to know that 
all the material used will be British, and 
that employment wil] be provided for a 
large number of electrical workers. 


Canadian Cattle. 


The Minister of Agriculture wil] not find 
it easy to reconcile the claims of the 
Canadian delegation to the Imperial Con- 
ference, and the representatives of the 
National Farmers’ Union, with regard to 
the importation of Canadian breeding 
stock. Farmers in this country assert 
that British herds have nothing to gain 
by the admission of breeding stock from 
abroad. They base their objection upon 
the two definite grounds that inferior 
blood may be introduced and that there 
is @ danger of disease being brought in. 
The Canadian representatives are also ex- 
pected to urge the removal of some of the 
restrictions which apply to cattle now 
admitted to the British market. 


A Studente’ Journey. 


Much has been done recently to bring 
the universities of Europe in close touch 
with one another, and the good under- 
standing which exists wil] be further pro- 
moted by a series of tours of students to 
other countries. A party of eighteen 
British medical students is shortly goin 
on a three-weeks’ tour of the principa 
European hospitals. They will visit the 
most famous clinics in France, Belgium, 
Holland, Switzerland, Austria, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Germany, and see for them- 
selves the latest developments of medical 
and surgical practice abroad. The tour

HINTS TO THE ELECTORATE. 


A number of nomination papers for North 
and South Dublin was lodged yesterday with 
the Returning Officer (Dr. Lorcan Sherlock) 
at the Green street Courthouse, but to-day is 
the day formally fixed for receiving the 
nominations between the hours of 11.0 and 1 
o clock. Dr. Sherlock wil] sit in Greet street 
Courthouse between those hours, and will be 
attended as Legal Assessor by Mr. Charles J.

In the course of an interview yesterday the 
Returning Officer said that he desired to direct 
the attention of electors, for their own sakes,

ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING AT 
DROGHEDA. 


Enthusiastic scenes were witnessed in 
Drogheda last night when President Cosgrave 
and Mr. Kevin O'Higgins addressed a meet- 
ing of over 2,000 people in support of the 


Peter Hughes and Seamas Murphy. The 
visitors were received at Navan bridge by a 
large gathering, accompanied by a brass band. 

As the procession marched into the town it 
was headed by a band of about 100 women 
and girls, carrying banners, with the inscrip- 
tion, “ Release the Prisoners,”’ and depictin 
« man being flogged. ‘The women marche 
right up to the platform, and when the 
speakers had taken their places, began 
howling in chorus. Efforts were made to re- 
move them without violence, but some of the 
fiercer spirits got into handigrips, and a free 
fight ensued. Eventually the women were re- 
moved to the outskirts of the crowd, but they 
tried to get back, and the Civic Guards were 
obliged to keep them in order. 

The reception accorded to the speakers was 
most cordial, people even on the opposite 
side of the river joming in the demonstration. 

Alderman Monaghan, Mayor, who presided, 
said that it was only a question now of what 
majority the Government was going to have. 

Monsignor Segrave said that the meeting 
was a pledge of support to the Government, 
and an indication that they had no intention 
to allow a renewal of the state of things that 
obtained last year. — No Government that 
was not strong would be able to keep peace 
in the country, and in this election it was 
the life or death of the country that was at 
stake, rather than the interests of any E. 
He urged that madmen should not, be allowed 
to deprive them of the freedom they had 
won, and that there should be a Govern- 
ment with strength to pass any laws needed 
for the welfare and peace of the country. 


: THE PRESIDENT. 

President Cosgrave appealed to the people 
to. look at the work which the Government 
had done for the past eighteen months. Very 
few people were in a position at that time 
to tell them how the country could be re- 
stored, but the Government secured the 
country. The Government felt the stress and 
pain of the time, but they had a tribute to 
their work at that meeting. 

They had no different experience there from 
that which Abraham ‘Lincoln had in America, 
and it was he who had laid down the doc- 
trine of “ Government, by the people, of the 
people, and forthe people. The Govern- 
mnt stood for that doctrine, and they asked 
the support of the people for it. Before 
voting for any candidates, he recommended 
that y should ask them whether they stood 
for the Treaty, or whether they were prepared 
to sit and vote in the Dail. 

“We have arrested de Valera,” he went 
on. “Many a long night he kept your 
soldiers in the streets of your towns. Many 
a grave is in the graveyards of the country 
to-night because of the formulas, the 
metaphysics, and nonsense he put 
before the needs oí the nation. 
Many a million has been lost in ruins which 
could have been used for useful work; but 
he has been arrested,*and we now find that 
there is another President, and, with the help 
of God we will arrest him, too. (Cheers.) 

“I have already asked a Minister of the 
Government to contest North Mayo against 
Mr. Rutledge,” declared the President, “ to 
drive him out of public life, so that fe can no 
longer say he represents the people of this 
country.” 

Referring to Mr. de Valera’s utterances in 
Clare, he said that these statements were 
made because he knew he had been HH! ros 
“ We did not hear any of those things from 
him until he was facing the soldiers of the 
Irish nation—(cheers}—and we may hear the 
same sort of thing from Mr. Rutledge when 
we get him. It is wonderful the sort of piety 
some e get when they are up against 
authority.” E 

BIG PROBLEMS TO BE FACED. 

Expressing the utmost confidence in the 
judgment. and sanity of the le at the” 
electione, he said that there was hard work 
before the new Parliament. Many bi 
problems would have to be faced. Wit 
patience and co-operation they could go on 
with their task, Passheneerblow they had 
struck for freedom, with the support of the 
people, had told their tale, and if that sup- 
port was again given them they would see, 
so far as in their power lay, that life, freedom 
and property should be protected in this 
country. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Kevin O’ Higgins, who also was greeted 
with cheers, said that Arthur Griffith had 
stated that the country was theirs for the 
making; he might also have added that it 
was theirs for the ruining: The people could 
make or mar the future of their country.

M. POINCARE’S REPLY. 


EXPECTED TO REACH LONDON 


ON MONDAY. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Ovr Own CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Friday. 

M. Poincaré’s reply to the British Note of 
August 9th is already in print, and is being 
sent to Brussels to-night for the comments 
of the Belgian Government. 

Official expectation here is that it will reach 
London on Monday. It is confirmed that the 
Note will consist, in the first place, of a re- 
statement of French demands. This, I judge, 
from statements made to me in quarters well- 
informed, will reveal no definite advance 
from the British point of view from the posi- 
tion taken up by M. Poincaré in his instruc- 
tions to the á rench Ambassador on June 29, 

The first part will be supplemented by a 
reply, paragraph by paragraph and point by 
point, to the British Note of last week. We 
are told that the document will be published 
twenty-four hours after its delivery in London, 
and that it is addressed to the whole world 
as well as to Great Britain. 

Despite the information given me and the 
insistence of the Ministerial Press that M. 
Poincaré has not moved, there is a definitely 
more hopeful feeling than existed three days 
ago. It would be dangerous, as I have said, 
to assume that there will be found in the 
new Note anything offering in itself any solid 

round a which an early agreement is 
ikely. e presence in Paris of the Count 
de Staulare, the French Ambassador in Lon- 
don, is, however, a useful reminder that at 
such a moment much of importance may be 
conveyed viva voce for Rss mós might, be 
thought an unsuitable medium. 

I have also the impression that something 
is anticipated from a ible meeting of 
Mr. Baldwin and M. Poincaré in Paris after 
the 25th. What, in any case, can be stated 
is that in diplomatic circles the anger and 
depression of the beginning of the week have 
disappeared, and that men speak cheerfully, 
if not confidently.

They were accompanied by the managers and 
principal officials of the Irish railway com- 
panies, when it was explained~ that it is 
hoped to develop this advertising idea, pos- 
sibly by poster reproductions of the pictures, 


THE LUNCHEON, 


At a luncheon, Mr. M. F. Keogh, Manager 
of the Midland Great Western Railway 
Chairman of the Irish Railway Managers’ 
Association, proposed the toast of the Royal 
Dublin Society, an institution with which/ he 
said, the Irish railways had on many occa- 
sions been associated. Before the European 
War a big development of the Irish tourist 
traffic was taking- place, but fer nine years 
all that had been i. eg They were now 
evidently in for brig times, when they 
could look forward to not merely restoring the 

re-war condition of the tourist industry, but 
cars and improving it. In Ireland that 
industry had two great assets. There was, 
first, the great natural beauty of the country, 
North, South, East and West. The second 
great asset was the kindly hospi 

ple of Ireland. They might: 
circa and domestic controversies, but 
towards the stranger the native Irish always 
showed a friendliness, a wish to please, that 
was not to be found in any other country in 
Europe. . (Hear, hear.) 

Bhi the war the hotels, which had been 
a byword, had been greatly improved, and for 
some of what, had been done in that direction 
the railway companies might take some credit. 
Trains had been put on well equipped to 
convey tourists to the different attractions, 
and motor services by road had been 
organised. Furthermore, cheap railway fares 
were in operation. The task in front now was 
to extend the development that had been in- 
terrupted. There were two essentials for suc- 
cess in that development—faciilties for 
tourists and publicity. The present scheme 
aimed at publicity, and the idea of producing 
scenic panoramas of Ireland originated in the 
fertile brain of Mr. Edward Bohane, Director 
of the Royal Dublin Society. Mr. Hartnell, 
with a wonderful knowledge of scientific 
publicity, had worked on the scheme with 
enthusiasm, and Mr. Hicks produced a series 
of cartoons which, without exaggeration, 
might be described as artistic masterpieces. 
The visitor looking at those pictures could 
not resist going off to see the originals. 

The scheme worked by the Royal Dublin 
Society and the Irish railway companies was 
in furtherance of an end which all Irishmen 
had closely at heart—the development of the 
prosperity of their native country. Ireland 
was well adapted to be the playground of 
Western Europe The duty of assisting to 
bring that about was fully recognised by the 
railway companies and would be faithfully 
distharged. (Hear, hear.) 

Captain Stephen Gwynn, the well-known 
writer and publicist, said that the Royal 
Dublin Society was a powerful agent for 
bringing Irishmen together and the country 
into touch with outside nations, particularly 
that which lay nearest. In all his travels he 
had never experienced a better train than 
that which bronght the Irish Convention from 
Cork to Dublin in 1917 or 1918. He em- 
phasised the idea expressed by Mr. Keogh 
that the greatest attraction of Ireland was its 
inhabitants. To Jet that he known he would 
suggest the employment of the services of the 
best Irish artists, who would put on canvas 
not merely the scenery of Ireland, bht the 
atmosphere of Irish life, the people as they 
are, the soul and spirit of Ireland. Writers 
should be employed to do for Ireland some- 
thing like what Scott did for the Border 
Country.

INTERNATIONAL COURT CASE. 


THE HAGUE, Friday. 

The Permanent Court of International Jus- 
tice has decided that the German authorities 
were not justified in forbidding the steamship 
Wimbledon to enter the Kiel Canal, and that 
they should pay compensation. 

The action was brought by the Allies 
against Germany on account of the Germans 
in March, 1921, not allowing the British ship 
Wimbledon, with a cargo of munitions for 
Poland, from France, to pass through the 
Kiel Canal, on the ground that the German 
neutrality regulations forbade them to let 
munitions go through to either Rossia or 
Poland, then at war with each other. 

The Allies claimed that the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles stipulated that the Kiel Canal should 
be open to all vessels of all nations at peace 
with Germany.—(Reuter. )

The approach of the fourth winter of ex. 
ceptional unemployment finds trade again 
acutely depressed.

CARDINAL GASPARRI’S 
WARNING. 

Cardinal Gasparri has just instructed the 
Italian bishops to take steps for the preser- 
vation of the objects of historical and artistic 
interest in their keeping, and has warned 
them against “the frequent attempts of 
dealers” to acquire these treasures, remarks 
The Times editorially. The exhortation and 
the warning will be welcomed by all who fee: 
that most works of art are best housed in the 
churches to which the piety and the muni- 
ficence of bygone generations have devoted 
them. 


The case which occupies the Cardinal is 
the activities of the dealer which he wishes to 
restrain, and the pity is that those activities 
were not stayed long ago. The dealers have 

upon the ignorance and simplicity of 
those in whose immediate custody is whatever 
time and war and revolution have spared of 
the immemorial inheritance of their churches. 
It was more than time to stop this not very 
honourable traffic, and we. trust that the 
Cardinal’s efforts may prove effective. As the 
Prefect of the Ambrosian Library in Mulan 
Pius XI. showed his love of art as well as his 
love of learning, and it is natural and appro- 
priate that in his Pontificate fresh measures 
should be taken to guard the artistic posses- 
sions of the Italian churches.

The home Bank is one of the smaller banking 
institutions in Canada, with branches in prin- 
eipal towns. Its authorised capital is. five 
million dollars. The last ann statement, 
issued on May 31, gave the deposits as twenty- 
two million dollars, and the nett profits for 
the year as 232,000 dollars, equivalent, ap- 
proximately, to 17 per cent. on the subseribed * 
stock. The reserve account showed. a total 
of 55,000 dollars. It is understood that the 
Bank suffered heavy losses through several re- 
cent commercial failures.—(Reuter.)

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AUGUST IN THE GARDEN 


Looking Ahead—Borders and Rockeries. 
(BY HORTENSIS.) - - 


ARDENING as a craft has this in its 
( i favour, that the longer you are at it 

the less likely you are to know very 
much about it, Jt you happen to have 
euffered a course of training at the hands of 
your elders and betters, in your callow youth 
or in your riper years, you will find that 
only in the time immediately succeeding that 
training did you feel yourself competent to 


ourself, 

Thea no doubts beset you; the methods vou 
had so laboriously learned were the only 
possible ones; anyone who deviated from 
those hard and fast rules was an ignoramus 
and no gardener. Alas! for those days of 
blissful certainty, when black was black and 
white was white, and there were no bewilder- 
ing shades of grey to choose from. Perchance 
it might have been some ancient man first let 
in those possible doubts upon our pet theories, 
who, toiling with bent back while we zeclined 
peacefully in our cradle, innocent of. trainin 
or certificate, may have hit upon rare bits o 
knowledge, and slowly and painfully have 
brought the practice of his craft to a won- 
derful pitch of perfection, which put our poor 
pecondhand ws knowledge to shame. 

Small wonder that gardening grows upon us 
bit by bit, imperceptibly at first, until it 
becomes part of our very existence, for there 
is always something new to be discovered 
round the next corner; and though we might 

should be no nearer to the end of its 
nders. 

The second great seed-time of the year is 

on us. In August begins the gardener’s 
autumn, and it behoves him to look to his 
crops for the coming spring. Some are con- 
tinually sowing small batches of seed, in sea- 
eon and out of season—they are the wise men 
of the craft—others fill their gardens in March 
with the hand of lavishness until] no nook or 
cranny is wnoccupied, and then bestow their 
reed bags upon the shelf to await next spring. 
The neighbours of these improvident ones reap 
the benefit of their foolishness in that a glut 
is of frequent occurrence during the summer, 
hut in the winter there is famine, and in the 
«pring desolation. Some strike the happy 
mean, and make plenty of sowings in March 
and April for summer, and supplement these 
in July and August with farther sowings for 
the late autumn and spring. 

Everyone knows that the end of July and 
the beginning of August is the proper time 
to sow spring cabbage, but everyone does not 
realise that there are plenty of other crops 
that may be We yp acter ——— 
available space.

Perpetual spi and seakale beet are both 
most v e for autumn and for spring 
picking, and will even last on after the sum- 
mer spipach has found it necessary to run to 
seed, They should be sown without delay in 
deeply dug soil that has had plenty of old 
mature. dug into it for the previous crop, and 
if the seed hed is kept moist until the seed- 
lings are well developed there should be 
rapid growth until well into the autumn. 
Summer spinach may till be sown for an 
autumn crop, but it needs a shady corner and 
rich, moist soil or it will proceed to flower 
with all possible speed, and will not produce 
the expected crop of luscious leaves. 

The same thing applies to cabbage lettuce ; 
it should be sown in a partially shaded 
border, and should be thinned and leit to 
grow in the seed-bed, for if it is transplanted 
in the hot weather it will surely bolt. Endive 
and chicory may be sown now for winter use, 
both are delicious for salad when the delicate 
lettuce is out of season. Endive may be 
sown where it is to mature, or may be lifted 
into boxes or into frames for blanching. An 
odd corner should be found for a pinch of 
parsley, for it is slow in growing and is most 
welcome for winter use; and where the peas 
and beans have been cleared a sowing of 
shorthorn carrots and of globe beet will give 
succulent roots if by chance the autumn is as 
warm as its predecessors; the young seedlings 
must, however, have plenty of room and 
Ex of moisture, or the seed might as well 

ve been left in the packet- 

Scarcely are the strawberries picked before 
it is time to think of next year's crop. The 
runners must -be secured in July or August, 
or it will not be a first class one. The best 
way to obtain good plants is to fill small pots 
with fine rich soil, to sink the pots in the 
gs near the parent plant, and to peg 

wn the best-looking runners into the pots 
with a hairpin or a layering pin. If the soil 
in the pots is kept moist the runners will be 
ready for planting out by the beginning of 
September.

A 
firm and ruthless hand is needed for the 
latter, for it is well to shear off all this year’s 
flowering shoots, so as to induce plenty of 
new ‘growth for next spring. If violas, 
pansies, alyssum, arabis, and their like are 
treated thus drastically now they will cease 
to smother and annoy their neighbours, and 
will speedily improve out of all knowledge.

HONOLULU. 


|’ has been said that there is no fairer 


spot on this earth than Hawaii, the 
‘“gem of ths Pacific.’”’ A _ cluster of 
wooded islands, crowned with noble mountain 
peaks, girt with stern and craggy cliffs, which 
guard here and there, stretches of golden, 
surf-swept sand—surely Nature at her love- 
liest is here. 

No icy Arctic gales shrivel their rich vege- 

tation, no fiery tropic blasts scorch their 
velvet swards, or wither the wealth of gay- 
hued flowers that make each island a garden 
of delight. The temperate varies little, and 
the favoured inhabitants are spared extremes 
either of heat or cold. 
The late Lord Northcliffe, in the diary of 
his world travels, mentioned the Aquarium at 
Honolulu as one of thé most interesting sights 
of his tour. It is one of the great attractions 
of the beautiful capital of the Hawaiian 
Islands. A handsome building externally, it 
is situated in a park not far from the famous 
Waikiki Beach. 

Its interior transports the visitor from the 
everyday world to a deep-sea fairyland, The 
walls of the huge hall are formed of glass 
water tanks, which contain the most wonder- 
ful collection of fishes in the world. To the 
traveller from temperate climes, accustomed 
to the cold-blooded sickly-hued _in- 
habitants of his own chilly waters; 
these. groups of dainty flower-like 
creatures are a veritable revelation. 

The mixture of colours rivals the work of 
the world’s most famous artists—shell pinks, 
electric blues, dove greys, purples, mauves, 
scarlets, flame tints—these are some of the 
rainbow tints that gleam like jewels in their 
pale green setting. And all are touched 
with a glittering sheen of silver or gold, till 
some of the tiny bodies look like shreds of 
shot silk, or fragments of gorgeous brocade, 
as they are driven hither and tither by in- 
seen currents. Our old friend the gold fish 
are here in full force, but somewhat over- 
shadowed by the ga'.y-coloured breth 3 who 
surround them. 

It is strange that few of these denizens of 
tropical seas find their way to the aquariums 
of other countries. Probably they are deli- 
cate and unable to endure changes of tem- 
perature and other hardships of travel. 

There is something revolting in the idea of 
associating such charming little creatures 
with the fish kettle or the frying pan; and 
there is no necessity for their admirers’ feel- 
ings to be harrowed in this way. For warm- 
water fishes are hardly edible, being vapid 
and tasteless compared with those of more 
temperate latitudes. 

We have most of us feasted our eyes with 
delight on the lovely specimens of tropical 
bird-life, which fill the aviaries of our large 
zoological gardens, but not many have been 
able to realise by personal experience that 
tropical waters, as well as tropical foresis,

He who comes 
of a famous stage 
family, unless he 
shows absolutely no 
talent at all, is gene- 
rally brought up for 
the profession, while 
the natural actor 
quickly forces his way 
to the front. In each 
case there is usually ' 
an early introduction 
to the theatre-going 
public. Mr. Barry 
Fitzgerald provides an 
exception. He is 4 
natural actor of thw 
highest ability, yet 
his first appearance, 
on the Abbey stage, 

did not take place 

until he was twenty- 

nine years of age. 

One would not call a

people—their homely hospitality is a by- 
word. And yet to the holiday-making visitor, 
in comparison with England, Scotland, and 
the Continent, hreland offers nothing in the 
way of that social life, entertainment, and real 
mirth that is necessary to make a holiday live 
in the memory as an outstanding and joyous 
event. 

Whatever may be said for the warm hearts 
and good intentions of its people, it would be 
difficult to name a country which eaters so 
poorly for the holiday-goer. Perhaps that is 
why so many Irish know less of their own 
country, and care less about discovering its 
natura! attractions, than they do about those 
of France or Germany, Italy or Switzerland, 
where, in addition to beauty of scenery, the 
pleasure-seeker is provided with every variety 
of entertainment, and, without effort, can cut 
completely adrift for the nonce from the 

inding, inevitable routine of conventional life. 
For those who toil, whether by brain or by 
hand, there can be no better medicine than 
that of spending their substance in real 
piotous living once in a while. 

It is one of the saddest things in the 
world, and, at the same time, a striking 
indictment of our modern methods of life, 
that so many young people are at a loss to 
krow how to go about really enjoying a 
holiday. A story is told, and a true one, of 
a postman in a country district who, after 
a stretch of fourteen years trudging the roads, 
took unto himself a fortnight’s holiday. — It 
was spent accompanying on his rounds the 
postman appointed to relieve him! Many 
there are, and in every walk of life, who, 
either by drudgery of work or through other 
agencies, have been similarly robbed of their 
powers of imagination and resourcefulness. 
To foster the play-spirit in those in whom 
iv has been crushed, perhaps, to vanishing 
pcint would be beneficent work, indeed. 

Other countries, quick to recognise the 
need, have spared no pains to satisfy the 
varying tastes of those on pleasure bent, and, 
at the same time, have converted it inte a 
profitable source of income to themselves. 
Why should Ireland not do likewise? She 
has not yet missed the tide, but it will not 
wait indefinitely. Is it through a lack of 
enterprising spirit that she has failed to 
contribute the share she could to the great 
world of pleasure and sport? 

A different Ireland would be ours if our 
railway system were improved to encourage 
travelling, and extended to embrace outlying 
beauty spots that are now lost to the world, 
such as, for instance, Carne, Co. Wexford ; 
Dunfanaghy, Co. Donegal; the West 
coast of Cork, Achili Island, and many 
another, which can only now be reached by 
tortuous routes, doubtful railroads, or still 
more doubtful jaunting-cars, and sometimes 
on ‘‘shank’s mare’’ alone. 

But improved methods of transit will do 
little good if at the same time adequate hotel 
accommodation is not forthcoming. In this, 
rural Ireland is a century behind the times; 
indeed, country hotels are primitive to the 
last degree. The number providing anything 
that could be dignified by the name of a 
cuisine, or even ordinary comfort, could be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. But it is 
reasonable to suppose that better hotels 
would follow in the wake of improved 
travelling facilities and in proportion to the 
prospect of a greater influx of visitors.

SEALEDMANUSCRIPTS

O° late a tendency has been shown by 


Lee folk have the name the world over 


ex-Ministers and other State officials 

to make public many of the great 
secrets which their high office enabled them 
to acquire. This is not always advisable, in 
the publio interest, while it often involves 
the reputations of living personages. 
The difficulty is often avoided by deposit- 
ing important manuscripts with the British 
Museum, with a” instruction to the trustees 
that they are not fo be opened until a speci- 
fied number of years have elapsed. rl 
Haig is the most notable living person who 
has adopted this course. 
Such papers are kept in the south-east 
wing of the Museum, in the custody of the 
* Keeper of Manuscripts.’’ 
The practice is an old one. Lord Brough- 
ton (better known as John Cam Hobhouse), 
who died in 1869, entrusted to the Museum 
his ‘* Diaries, Correspondencean and Memo- 
randa’’ on the condition that they were not 
to be opened before 1900. As a matter of 
fact, they were not then published, for the 
trustees, exercising their discretion, declined 
to unfold the secrets. The chief interest 
of the papers is believed to be the light they 
throw upon the private affairs of Byron, 
whose confidant Hobhouse was. 
Another Victorian, Sir Austen Layard, who 
was British Ambassador at, Constantinople in 
the middle of the last century, aiso deposi 
some diplomatic papers, but the Foreign 
Office has not yet given permission to have 
‘them published. ' 
‘The Museum holds in all about two dozen 
sets of such manuscripts. They include the 
full version of Oscar Wilde's “De Pro- 
fundis,’’ in the case of which the ban of the 
trustees is still enforced, 
The most recent additions include the 
papers of Lord Haig dealing with the 1914- 
1918 military campaigns, and the war diaries 
of Lord Esher. who was, of course, á member 
of the Committee of Imperial Defence. The 
Haig papers are not to be opened until 1940, 


| AN IRISH- PASTOR. | 


HE domestic life and manners of the 
early part of the last century are so 
fast fading from recollection that the 

record of a career spent in intercourse with 
all classes a peculiar interest for the 
reader of to-day. * Such a career was that of 
tiie Rev. Godfrey Massy, Vicar of Bruff, Co. 
Limerick, a memoir of whom was published 
more than half a century ago by his brother, 
Rev. Dr. Massy. This tribute of fraternal 
piety, entitled ‘‘ The Faithful Shepherd,” in 
its fourth edition, runs to nearly 600 pages. 
The biography seems, therefore, to have at- 
tracted some attention, and though its imme- 
diate interest may have been ephemeral, yet 
the sketches of a troublous period of [Irish 
history, which the book furnishes, probably 
contributed much to extend the delle of its 
readers, and still invite to its perusal the 
curious who may chance to come across it at 
the present day. 

The Rev. Godfrey Massy, born in the 

Golden Vale, Co. Limerick, on July 12, 1803, 

was sprung from an English family that had 

been settled in the South of Ireland for up- 
wards of two centuries. His father, Hugh 

Massy, had spent his youth in the Navy, 

aud after his marriage was given, by his 

cousin, Lord .lassy, one of the family seats. 

As captain of the Costlea Yeomanry he 

played a vigorous part in repressing dis- 

order, and had hair-breadth escapes. He 
won the respect and confidence of all classes, 
and, notwithstanding his vigorous measures 
jor preserving the peace, received a promise 
of protection from a faction that rejoiced in 
the fantastic title of the ‘‘ Four-Year-Olds.” 

The heroic captain met with a tragic end. 

One night he went into the room of a guest 

to show the latter a recent gift of a pair of 

“feather spring ” pistols. The friend, in 

awkwardly handing back ona of these loaded 

weapons, discharged it, and the master of 

(xe house was in a moment “ translated from 

time into eternity.”’ 

Godfrey, the third son, was in his eleventh 

year at the time of his father’s death. After 

eight years spent in a school in Lismore he 
entered Trinity College at the age of eighteen. 

When in Dublin his fondness for fashionable 

society and his desire to enter the medical 

profession caused his mother, who intended 
him for the Church, considerable anxiety. To 
counteract these undesirable tendencies, she 
repaired to Dublin and took up her residence 
there. The Irish capital disagreed with her 
health. But before her return home she had 
the satisfaction of knowing that the object 
of her journey had been accomplished. 

Godfrey had consented to attend theological 

lectures, and had withdrawn from all fashion- 

able amusements. In his twenty-second year 
he married the niece of the Vicar-General of 

Limerick.
